Tomorrow cvcninK al f 'I'olock in 
the Union Cifeterin, the Political 
Economy Club is holding a Mocl« 
Parliament to discuss the Social 
Security recommendations of the 
Rowcll-Sirois Report on Dominion- 
Provincial Relations. 

ï;iio Abel, who to be the Prime 
Minister, slated last night that "the 
Social Security recommendations 
of the Sirois Report represents by 
far the summation of the most sig- 
nificant trend of social thought in 
Canada of the last quarter century. 
Not to implement the Report is to 
fail to put human consideration 
above selfish sectionalism." 

Alex Stalker, who will act as 
Leader of the Opposition, said, 
when he was interviewed, that "the 
Social Security recommendations of 
the Sirois Report have much good 
in' them, but even in their present 
stage they arc far from perfect and 
could be modified considerably." 
"Furthermore," he went on, "at a 
time such . as this, we have a far 
greater task on our hands. Long 
established rights, even if they be 
termed sectionalism by some people 
should not be lightly cast aside."

Speaking as a Canadian, Mr. 
Massey said that the people of 
the United States were very 
much aware of the situation 
abroad. Tlie speech made by 
President Roosevelt last Satur- 
day night was, he thought, the 
final definition of the American 
stand on war issues. Massey 
has been active in committees 
and benefits for aid to Britain. 
He mentioned that in .spile of 
the personal losa involved 
among each individual contri- 
butor, everyone has been most 
co-operative in lending help 
and facilities to benefit per- 
formances for the British cau.se. 

During the last war, Ma.^.scy 
saw service with the Canadian 
Second Artillery Division. He 
was wounded in 1016, a member 
of the British Mission to the 
United States in 1917, and with 
the British forces in Siberia in 
1018. It wasn't until 1022 that 
his career In the theatre be- 
gan. , 

In order to fulfill his engage- 
ment with the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation, it was 
necessary for Mr, Massey to 
rush to Montreal after his 
performance in "Docioêa Dil- 
emma" with Katherine Cornell, 
Saturday Night, Shaw's play 
which opened last week, prom- 
ises to be a smash hit, he said. 

Before the close of the Inter- 
view, Ihe aclor praised both the 
spirit and the results of the 
Theatre of Freedom. It was, ho 
said, enthusiastically received 
in Ihe United States, and was 
impressive proof of the success 
obtainable from presenting de- 
mocratic ideals dramatically.

She it the sec- 
ond generation of the Massey 
family to carry on the 
theatrical tradition.

It is with a great deal of regret that tre 
realize that the time has come to say good- 
bye, and -R-e write this, our final editorial, 
TOtb mingled feelings of sorrow and relief. 
We look back on the past five months of 
•*èllege life with s feeling of satisfaction, 
for we know that through the effort* of a 
small but hardworking group of men and 
-women those months have been well pre- 
sen-ed for posterity in the pages of "the 
oldest college daily in Canada.'' 

We look back and see an inieret^ting 
though difficult year. It was only during 
this, the Fpcond academic session to open 
in time of war, liiat the effects of the crisis 
on xmiversity life could be seen. Activities, 
while not at e standstill, have been con- 
aiderably reatricted ijecause of the war. 
Military training occupied a minimum of 
six hours each week and consequently 
ether activities had to be cut down. Sports, 
on an intercollegiate scale, ceased to exist. 
The "Player's Club" found it necesf-ary to i 
limit its efforts to one production for tiie 
entire year. The "Red and "Vl'hitc Revue" 
hae fallen the finst casualty of the war 
among student activities. Other campus 
activities have been seriously hampered 
and a number of clubs have found it neces- 
6ar\' to suspend their functions for the "du- 
^tion." Despite all these difficulties; de- 
apite the fact that the DaXLy was seriously 
•imdenitaffed, we have managed to carry 
on as usual, publiehing five papert w}\ 
.i^eek. 

Looking back at past issues of the 
Daily, as ^'olume 30 is aboul to be closed, 
we realize tliat there are those who have 
cause to complain— »p ask '.iif-ir indul- 
gence. \\ t realize, too, that we have made 
many mistakes — we ask forgiveness. We 
have tried to produce £ paper won.liy of a 
jgceat University and worthy of a great 
lU'Àdition. If, in some small measure we ' 
have been succc^t-fu! in our efforts, then I 
,Our time iiai: bc-eu well spent. 

Without the assistance of our ataff we 
would iJii. e been hclplcfc*-. Ouis h one of 
the \ery few staffs of any fxiUege news- 
;Paper in North America who work with- 
ppt tangible remuneration and who do t^c 
job for the love of the work. They can- 
not be praised too highly.

Intercollegiate Sports 

When Inlpicollcgialc sports were rnn- 
cellcd Inst fall, Micro were ninny who felt 
that this move was unnecessary for the 
support of our national war effort. Since 
that time college papers throughout the 
Dominion have requested the continuation 
of this form of athletics next year. 

, Every student is aware that nothing 
imi^Pintcrforc with our wliolc-hcarlcd war 
effort. Tiic question is wlicthcr or not In- 
tercollcginto sports truly impede our com- 
plete war work. Along tliis line it minlit 
be well to recall a decision of liic l>omin- 
ion at the outset of the present war. Soon 
after tlie commencement of the present 
conflict there wn? muoli talk of discontinu- 
ing .ill sports in Canada for the duration. 
The Dominion Government, liowever, de- 
cided that this move wn.s entirely unneces- 
sary and that sports did more to further 
the national war effort than any harnf it 
might do toward tlio final successful ter- 
mination of the conflict. 

This decision of the govornnicnl at Ot- 
tawa was based on thé belief that sports 
did more than anylhiiip else toward in- 
creasing the morale and spirit of tlie peo- 
ple in these difficult tirne.'». If this is so 
throughout ihr Dominion it is true even 
more so on the campuses of Canada, The 
college spirit which is fostered by Inter- 
collegiate sport should be a great aid at 
Canadian colleges as also would be the 
feeling of union created between college 
students by Intercollegiate sports. 

In justifying the cancellation of Inter- 
collegiate sports in Canada people have 
tried to state that the cost of such sports 
should be curtailed for the duration. Since 
this time it has been clearly shown that 
several Intercollegiate competitive sports 
reap a fat harvest of returns from the 
various colleges and call only for a slight 
outlay. 

Sports fall naturally into two classes: 
first, those sports which require a coach to 
train and round a college team into shape 
and secondly, those individual sports in 
which the competitors arc able to train 
themselves to a large extent and which re- 
quire a ver}- small monetary outlay. 

Into the first of these classes fall such 
sports as football and hockey and it has 
been shown that the money required to get 
these sports underway on an Intercollegiate 
basis is repayed several fold before the sea- 
son is completed. In the second class are 
such sports as track, harrier, and skiing. 
The cost for these sports to be run on an 
Intercollegiate basis is small and the col- 
lege-spirit which they would revive would 
more than justify their return next year. 

Student* in every college across the Do- 
minion have shown their desire for a re- 
newal of Intercollegiate sports and McGill 
has been no exception. In the recent elec- 
tions the successful candidate for -\thlctic 
Representative based his platform com- 
pletely upon the rénewal of Intercollegiate 
f^ports and the results of the election may 
tend to show how feeling lies on the 
campus. 

True, that intramural sports at McGill 
this year have done a lot towards inter- 
esting the average sportsman in participat- 
ing in his favorite sport and this system 
should not be stopped. Neither, however, 
should Intercollegiate sports be cancelled 
altogether, for without them there are 
many first class athletes on Canadian 
campuses who find no means of paKicipa- 
tion. Before considering college sports for 
the coming year the authorities should 
take ail things into account and not indis- 
criminantly cancel Intercollegiate sports 
unless they truly believe that they are 
harmful to our national war effort.

TIIK INVISIBLE WOMAN 

AT THE PRINCESS 
Universal Picture directed by A.

Tho Invisible Woman wns bound 
to he a successor to Ihc Invisible 
Man and the Invisible Man Returns, 
however whether there will be on 
Invisible Woman Returns is doubt- 
ful. 

The use of invisibility as a thcmo 
for motion pictures has come a long 
way from llie H. G. Well.<i original. 
In th.Tt the clement of the super- 
natural w;i,s clung to and the film, 
though no gem, had a quality of 
folk lore. It had drama too with the 
Invisible Man a living and suffer- 
ing human being, gradually being 
made to realize that the* inexorable 
laws of nature could not be broken. 

The Universal studios, however, 
have put the Invisible Woman out 
with no purpose but to amuse. The 
producers havo given us the thread- 
bare story of a girl who becomes 
invisible and takes advantage of it 
to wreck tho office of her objection- 
able boss. Tlien the machine which 
reduced her to invisibility is stolen 
by gangsters and she becomes in- 
visible again to hit each of them on 
the head. A thin thread of romance 
admittedly difficult under the cir- 
cumstances rounds out the elements 
of the plot. 

At that, the resume sounds more 
impressive than the film Virginia 
Bruce is an excellent choice for the 
title role, being one ot those trans- 
parent blondes. But there is a lack 
of contrast between her appear- 
ances before and after attaining in- 
visibility. John Howard is a pallid 
hero and Charles Ruggles, a gagging 
butler. John Barrymore plays the 
scientist and enlivens the film with 
one or two sly references to his 
private life. 

The tricks that the technical ex- 
pert, John Fulton, has worked out 
are Interesting in themselves, but of 
necessity can no longer take us by 
surprise. Perhaps it is because of 
this that they do not seem as well 
done as they were in the earlier 
excursions into screen necromancy.

A few years ago somebody in 
Hollywood got the idea of giving 
the blood and thunder western a 
modern suit of clothes and taking 
it to the big city. The fact that the 
theatre-going public has been In- 
undated under a flood of these pic- 
tures shows that the idea was a 
success— financially, at least. Holly- 
wood has settled the far west, found 
gold in California, built a transcon- 
tiiiontal railway, brought law and 
order to tiie lands once preyed upon 
by Jesse James, and now, at the 
Palace Theatre, has strung the 



'.sinRing wires' of Western Union 
across the continent. 

The movie-makers have applied a 
great deal of technical effort to the 
western in order to take it out ot 
the 'quickie' classification; that no 
one could deny. As seen In 'Western 
Union,' they have done a first class 
photography Job— for once earth, as 
viewed i:i technicolour, looks like 
honest to goodness earth, and not 
like chocolate fudge, while one can 
actually find some clouds In a sky 
that doesn't look as if it were given 
the once ove^ with laundry blue. 
Likewise, the settings are well 
chosen, and the musical accompani- 
ment is all that could.be desired. 

Everything, then, is fine until we 
think of the plot, or to be more 
correct, the lack of plot; for, bas- 
ically, 'Western Union' is nothing 
more than a glorified shooting 
match of the brand we used to 
watch with bated breath in the 
Buck Jones serials many moons 
ago. True, we have a coating of 
political significance as Dean Jagger 
rolls his eyes at heaven and reads a 
telegram from Abraham Lincoln 
explaining how vital It Is to the 
Union to have rapid conununlcatlon 
with the west; but that Is as far as 
it goes. 

There is a 'bad man', portrayed 
both capably and handsomely by 
Randolph Scott, who tries' to go 
straight and avoid his former cron- 
ies by entering the employment of 
Western Union as a scout Dean 
Jagger, surpasses his performance 
in Brigham Young by his charac- 
terization of the engineer respon- 
sible for the construction -'Of /-the 
line, and shows that he is deserving 
of some better parts from the 
Movietown moguls. In a semi-comic, 
semi-heroic role Is Robert Young, as 
the dude engineer, who gets things 
gummed up a bit. but in the last 
reel he does his duty to the audi- 
ence and to Western Union by 
pumping lead into the villain. A 
new comer to the screen, Virginia 
Gllmore, looks very attractive with- 
out applying any effort, and u 
quite convincing in her few lines, 
most ot which are directed at Ran- 
dolph Scott and Robert Young 
when they go courting. Slim Sum- 
mervUle steals all the scenes in 
which he appears by his antics as 
the crew's cook, and offers the main 
comedy relief.

GREEK MEDICAL RELIEF CAMPAIGN 

Not many, weeks ago there appeared in Punch one of those 
drawings that require no caption: it showed the spirits of ancient 
Greek warriors standing, with drawn swords in their hands, among 
the Evzones defending a mountain pass in Albania, 

That is not a fanciful conception, since the menace of barbar- 
ism that threatens to sweep over Europe today is greater than the 
dangers of the Persian invasion which the Greeks repelled so long 
ago. It would have been easy for Greece to sign a "non-agRiessioti 
pact" with Itàly, to behave as other small countries have done, 
and, counting up the material losses of a war, to open its gates to 
the armies of the Axis, 'Why sacrifice lives and property for an 
ideal? The emissary of Julius Caesar put that question to Pompcy 
two thousand years ago, and John Masefield has admirably ex- 
pressed the spirit of a reply that is as old as man's idealism and 
yet as new as the resistance to aggression at this moment. "Who 
cares what I may be? 1 may be carrion. But while 1 am a man, 
and carry a man's failli within me, I shall guard that faith!" 

Each one of us has found' inspiration in the courage of Greece; 
many have suggested that the Greek action may rank a£ one of the 
turning points in the history of the war. Let us then show in a 
material faihion the sincerity of our appreciation of the Ihing.s 
that Greece has done. Let us bind up the wounds of the men and 
women whom war has injured. Let us provide medical care for 
the soldiers who are fighting a brilliant, but desperate campaign 
in the icy wilds of Albania. 

We, of McGill Univeriity have an opportunity to do theie 
things today by conlribuluig to the Greek Medical Relief Cam- 
paign, I hope that our appreciation will prove to be more than 
empty words.

Dr. Gilbert Jackson Closes Ser* 
~ies ol Tbree Lectures 



Price Control and Lower 
Production Costs Must Be 
Established 



Dr, Jackson delivered his 
third and last address in the 
series entitled "The Aftermath 
of The War" last Friday in Moyse 
Hall. Jn his address, Dr. Jack- 
fon dealt mostly with what Can- 
ada's reactions would be to the 
inevitable rise in the cost and 
price le\'els and what she can 
do to .Tiitigate the strains put 
on her economy. 

Dr. Jackson was acting head 
of the school of Commerce last 
year and has been with the 
Bank of England. He was Pro- 
fessor of Economics in the Uni- 
versity of Toronto and has serv- 
ed with the British Armies in 
Arabia »nd India. Today, he is 
en advisor of the Bank of 
Car.ada. 

After the war, the condition 
in the country, stated Dr. Jack- 
son, will be one in which our 
dollar can buy only one quarter 
of what it did previous to the 
war, Canada will face the 
prospects of v/idespread unem- 
ployment just as our armies 
are returning from overseas, 

"Canada must create a bal- 
ance In production after the 
war" continued Dr. Jackson. To

the desperate decades that will 

follow this war. 

"The impending intru.sion of 
the state into business is going 
to be great," stated Dr. Jackson. 
The government will have to 
buy all surplus products pro- 
duced to keep' thé people em- 
ployed. Thus,' the' state' will' 
have to tell us when, how much, 
by whom the products .shall 
be produced. This, he said, is 
a great 'jump towards socialism, 
but it Is inevitable 'considering 
the circumstances. 

How long will this condition 
obtain? This, Dr, Jackson 
answered, will depend on how 
quickly Canada can work off 
her surplus stock of primary 
products. 

Dr, Jackson saw no solution, 
but 'he offered one practical 
suggestion. He said that we, 
along with the whole British 
Empire, should adopt as our 
policy a few lines from .■ St, 
Paul's epistle to the Romans, 
These are: "Vengeance Is mine, 
I will rcp.iy saith the Lord, 
Therefore, if thine enemy hun- 
ger, feed him; if he thirst, give 
him drink, for in so doing thou 
Shalt keep coak of fire on his 
head," By this he meant that 
Canada, along with the other 
countries of the Empire, should 
send to Europe free of charge 
all their surplus stock after the 
war. This, he said, involves a 
tremendous loss in money; but 
if we announced It today as 
our post-war policy, he believed 
that it would help shorten the 
war by at least six months, 
which would t>e more than 
enough to cover the loss that 
such a policy would entail.
